The matter of the proposed changes 
in the text books at present used in the 
public schools of the State, especially 
as regards the readers and arithmetics, 
has been examined by the State Board 
of Education with the utmost care in all 
its bearings. It is not to be denied that 
some of the books that we have consid- 
ered are superior to those of similar 
kind now in use; but we have been un- 
able to devise any plan for the introduc- 
tion of new books that will not subject 
parents to such additional expense as 
they seem hardly able to afford owing 
to the depressed business affairs through- 
out the State. We feel confident, more- 
over, that an efficient corps of teachers 
will employ successfully in the future 
the readers and arithmetics that they 
have profitably used during the last 
four years, and that they will cheer- 
fully await the arrival of a more auspi- 
cious season for making the changes de- 
sired. In order to bridge over the gap 
between the small and large arithmetics 
of Robinson’s series, of which some 
teachers complain, we have recom- 
mended Robinson's Rudiments, which 
may be used together with the other 
two books of the series, or to the exclu- 
sion of the first book, or not at all, as 
may be deemed best in the discretion of 
the teacher. 

The Rudiments will be retailed by 
dealers at 35 cents a copy, The First 
Book of Robinson's series will be re- 
tailed hereafter at 40 cents, and the 
Complete Arithmetic at $1 50, a reduc- 
tion on the former of 19 cents and on 
the latter of 25 cents. It will be un- 
derstood that no books will be readopt- 
ed, and that all text books now in use 
continue in use subject to the action of
